use of intoxicating drinks are more liable to 
be attacked by this loathsome disease than

Men travelling t Nanaimo, looking fer work, 
find it impossible to get there; they. lose 
themselves and bave to return. As the road 
work is pow im band, | think it is no ojore 
than rigbt to fix that part of the trail and not 
place travellers’ lives in such danger. kt is 
over ten years since there has been anything 
done on that part, and that isthe only way a 
man cuo Gud employment, by travelling over 
the road or trailé, and not by steamboats. 
Ifthe men who repair the roads and trails 
were to go by land and not by stéambonts, 
the bad places would soon come good: Good 
trails and roads, and free emigration for farm 
laborers, will be the making of this Island; 
only go round the farming districts and see 
the disadvantages they have to contend with 
for want of proper farm labor. If the Gov- 
eroment does uot give free emigration to 
farm labor, there never will be:much done.
